H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  for  New  Zealand  (Mr.  W.  G.  Wickham) 
reports  that  from  information  he  has  received,  it  would  appear  that 
some  exporters  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  that  Dominion  are 
unaware  of  the  provisions  of  the  New  Zealand  Customs  Act  regarding 
the  valuation  of  goods  for  duty  purposes.  The  Act  provides  that : — 

“  Where  any  duty  on  imported  goods  is  imposed  ad  valorem, 
or  according  to  the  true  and  real  value  of  such  goods,  such  value 
shall  be  understood  to  be  the  fair  market  value  thereof  when  sold 
for  home  consumption  in  the  principal  markets  of  the  country 
whence,  and  at  the  time  when,  the  same  were  exported,  including 
the  value  of  the  case,  cask,  or  covering  of  any  kind  in  which  such 
goods  are  contained,  with  ten  per  cent,  added.  The  fair  market 
value  for  duty  of  goods  imported  into  New  Zealand  shall  be  the 
fair  market  value  thereof  in  the  usual  and  ordinary  commercial 
acceptation  of  the  term,  at  the  usual  and  ordinary  credit,  and 
not  the  cash  value  of  such  goods,  except  in  cases  in  which  the 
article  imported  is,  by  universal  usage,  considered  and  known  to 
be  a  cash  article,  and  so  bond  fide  paid  for  in  all  transactions 
respecting  the  same.” 

It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  in  addition  to  the  actual  selling  price 
f.o.b.  or  c.i.f.,  exporters  to  New  Zealand  should  state  in  their  invoices 
the  current  value  of  the  goods  for  home  consumption  in  the  principal 
markets  of  the  United  Kingdom,  including  the  value  of  the  case, 
cask,  or  covering.  Their  failure  to  do  so  usually  involves  the 
payment  of  duty  on  the  f.o.b.  or  c.i.f.  price,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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FINANCIAL  SITUATION  IN  MEXICO. 

H  M,  Minister  at  Mexico  City  reports,  under  date  22nd  duly,  that 
the  interruption  of  communications  throughout  the  greater  part  of 
Mexico  has  contributed  to  diminish  credit  and  to  check  business, 
which  is  understood  to  be  almost  at  a  standstill.  The  fact  that  most 
of  the  large  banks  and  business  houses  are  financed  from  abroad,  and 
that  the  custom  is  to  grant  very  long  credits,  together  have  tended  to 
diminish  for  a  time  the  serious  effects  of  this  crisis.  It  is  impossible, 
however,  for  this  situation  to  continue  indefinitely,  and  should  any  large 
business  house  find  itself  unable  to  meet  its  liabilities,  it  is  to  be 
feared  that  a  general  financial  panic  would  ensue.  The  principal 
foreign  banks  are  unwilling  to  accept  fresh  deposits  as  they  are 
unable  to  employ  the  money.  (C.  6,780.) 


BRITISH  TRADE  ABROAD. 

Iceland. — The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by  the 
British  Vice-Consul  for  the  Westmann  Islands  (Mr.  G.  J.  Johnsen) 
on  the  trade  of  those  Islands  in  1912,  which  will  shortly  be  issued: — 
The  attention  of  British  firms  who  ship  goods  to  Iceland  is  called 
to  the  fact  that  nearly  all  imports  are  liable  to  duty  payable  accord¬ 
ing  to  gross  weight,  and  that  an  appreciable  saving  of  expense  might 
be  eflfected  by  forwarding  merchandise  in  wrappers  or  packing  cases 
which  are  not  unnecessarily  strong  and  heavy.

The  values  stated  for  the  latest  year  shown  are  provisional  and  subject 
to  rectification.  In  some  cases  all  the  values  are  those  declared  by 
importers  or  exporters,  as  in  the  United  Kingdom  ;  in  others  they  are 
based  on  an  official  schedule  of  values  which  is  subjected  to  revision 
after  the  close  of  each  year,  the  values  used  in  the  current  returns  being 
those  fixed  in  the  latert  completed  revision.  In  general,  the  values 
so  fixed  represent  the  level  of  prices  in  the  preceding  year.  The 
countries  adopting  the  system  of  official  values  annually  revised 
are: — Austria-Hungary,  Belgium,  France,  Italy,  Spain,  and  (for 
imports)  Germany  and  Switzerland.  Exports  from  Switzerland  and 
Germany  are  returned  at  “  declared  ”  values  ;  for  the  first  quarter  of 
1911,  however,  about  one-third  of  the  exports  from  Germany  were 
returned  at  official  values.  The  figures  in  italics  are  based,  xoholly 
or  mamly,  on  the  p'ices  of  some  earlier  year  than  that  under  which 
they  are  shown. 

In  the  case  of  Russia,  Germany,  Belgium,  France,  Switzerland, 
Italy,  Austria-Hungary,  Egypt,  Japan,  Canada,  and  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  import  figures  given  in  the  above  summaries 
represent  imports  for  home  consumption.  In  all  cases  the  export 
figures  are  intended  to  represent  exports  of  domestic  produce. 
In  most  cases,  however,  they  include  a  certain  amount  of 
“nationalised”  goods,  t.e.,  goods  originally  imported  for  consump¬ 
tion,  and  which,  if  dutiable,  have  been  charged  with  duty,  but 
which  are  subsequently  re-exported.

AVhile  the  proportion  of  imports  of  “  competitive  manufactured 
merchandise”  from  the  United  Kingdom  in  1912  decreased  by 
nearly  1  per  cent,  compared  with  1910,  yet  in  “  value  ”  her  share 
increased  bj'  £8,412,000,  compared  with  the  combined  increase  of 
only  £4,682,000  made  by  Germany  and  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  exceeding  by  about  £2,738,000  the  value  of  the  increased  im¬ 
ports  from  the  w'hole  of  the  rest  of  the  world  during  that  period.

It  is  a  notable  fact  that  a  striking  advance  has  been  witnessed  in  our 
trade  in  metals  and  metal  manufactures,  towards  the  extension  of 
which  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner’s  office  in  Australia  has  directed 
particular  attention  during  the  past  few  years.  The  total  increase  in 
the  imports  of  metals  and  metal  manufactures  of  United  Kingdom 
origin  into  the  Commonwealth  amounted  to  about  £4,000,000, 
whereas  the  increases  in  the  imports  originating  in  the  United  States 
and  Germany  amounted  to  only  £531,000  and  £112,000,  respectively. 
The  United  Kingdom’s  percentage  of  the  total  trade  in  these 
goods  increased  from  60  per  cent,  to  65  per  cent.,  whereas  the 
German  and  United  States  percentages  decreased  from  11|  per  cent, 
to  per.  cent.,  and  from  19  per  cent,  to  17^  per  cent,,  respectively. 
The  United  Kingdom’s  proportion  of  the  trade  also  increased  in 
paper,  stationery,  apparel,  spirits,  and  paints,  and  in  other  smaller 
trades,  but  there  was  a  falling-off  in  the  proportion  as  regards  textiles, 
foodstuffs,  indiarubber  and  leather  manufactures,  earthenware  and 
cement. 

Details  as  to  the  imports  of  the  various  classes  of  goods  into  the 
several  States  of  the  Commonwealth  showing  the  shares  taken  by  the 
United  Kingdom,  Germany  and  the  United  States,  have  been  spe¬ 
cially  compiled  by  the  courtesy  of  the  Commonwealth  Statistician’s 
Department  at  the  request  of  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner,  and  upon 
application  from  United  Kingdom  firms  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  will 
be  glad  to  furnish  detailed  figures  regarding  any  particular  class  of  goods. 
Meanwhile,  a  statement  showing  the  imports  into  the  Commonwealth 
under  the  principal  group  headings,  as  well  as  of  the  imports  from 
the  United  Kingdom,  Germany  and  the  United  States,  and  the 
United  Kingdom’s  share  of  the  imports  under  these  headings  into 
the  several  States.,  inay  be  seen  by  United  Kingdom  manufacturers 
and  exporters  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.  (16,055.)

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TEXTILE  TRADE  AND  INDUSTRY  IN  THE  KOBE 
DISTRICT. 

ITie  following  information  from  the  report  by  the  Acting  British 
Consul-General  at  Kobe  (Mr.  A.  H.  Lay)  on  the  trade  of  that  district 
in  1912,  which  will  shortly  be  issued,  is  of  interest  in  connection 
with  the  article  on  the  Japanese  textile  industry  which  appeared  on 
pp.  82-G  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  10th  July: — 

Imports. — Cotton  goods. — The  imports  of  cotton  manufactures  at 
Kobe  only  amounted  to  £578,124  in  1912  as  compared  with  £931,432 
ill  the  previous  year,  a  decrease  of  nearly  38  per  cent.  The  heavy 
import  duties  have  struck  a  severe  blow  at  this  branch  of  the  import 
trade,  for  the  Japanese-made  articles  can  be  turned  out  at  prices 
which  are  now  prohibitive  in  the  case  of  imported  goods.  Some 
3,000  looms  were  imported  in  1912,  so  that  the  Japanese  have  made 
preparations  to  contend  more  strenuously  not  only  for  the  home 
market  but  also  for  that  of  China.  In  plain  grey  goods  local  makes 
have  practically  supplanted  Manchester  productions.  Finer  goods, 
such  as  grey  cambrics,  have  also  been  greatly  afftcted. 

White  shirtings. — The  better  grades  of  white  shirtings  are  still 
saleable,  but  the  higher  duties  have  proved  too  much  for  ordinaiy 
qualities. 

Prints. — In  prints,  too,  business  has  been  greatly  reduced.  The 
print  works  at  Fushimi  are  producing  large  quantities  of  prints  and 
possess  machinery  equal  to  a  still  larger  output,  but  the  demand  for 
cotton  prints  has  fallen  off  and  is  less  than  one-half  of  what  it  was 
a  few  years  ago.  It  is  thought  that  this  is  because  prints  on  inferior 
cloths  were  supplied,  with  the  result  that  only  a  short  wear  was 
obtained  from  them ;  consequently  printed  mousselines,  though 
costing  much  more,  were  found  to  be  more  economical. 

Cotton  Italian  cloths. — To  meet  the  increased  duties,  qualities  have 
been  lowered,  but  it  is  an  open  question  whether  buyers  will  not  find 
higher  class  articles  cheaper  in  the  long  run.  Umbrella  cloths  for 
export  form  a  very  large  proportion  of  this  class  of  goods,  and  as  they 
receive  a  rebate  they  are  unaffected  b}’^  the  duties. 

Velvets. — There  was  a  brisk  revival  of  business  in  velvets,  the  value 
of  the  imports  into  Kobe  being  £58,205,  an  increase  of  £20,283  over 
the  figures  for  1911. 

Yarns. — The  importation  of  British  yarns  is  restricted  to  superior 
qualities  and  the  lines  are  very  small. 

Wool. — Wool  imports  amounted  to  £509,821  in  1912,  an  increase 
of  £115,268  over  1911,  which  is  indicative  of  the  substantial  growth 
in  the  manufacture  of  woollen  fabrics  in  Japan.  This  staple  comes 
principally  from  Australia.  The  imports  of  w^oollen  yarn  increased 
from  £223,874  in  1911  to  £423,472  in  1912. 

Worsted  and  woollen  cloths. — The  value  of  the  imports  of  the 
principal  woollen  manufactures  into  Kobe  in  1912  was  £222,401  less 
than  in  the  previous  year,  largely  owing  to  the  heavy  stocks  on  hand 
which  had  been  brought  into  the  country  to  escape  the  incidence  of 
the  tariff  of  1911.  By  the  end  of  1912  they  had,  however,  been  dis¬ 
posed  of,  on  the  whole  satisfactorily.  Woollen  cloths  are  coming 
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more  and  more  into  favour  for  making  the  European-style  clothing 
used  by  so  many  Japanese.  Fair  quantities  of  woollen  goods  are  now 
being  made  in  Japan,  and  the  markets  in  China  and  Corea  are  being 
catered  for  as  well  as  the  home  market. 

Mousseline-de-laine. — The  import  trade  in  mousseline-de-laine  has 
been  practically  extinguished.  The  demand  in  Japan  is  now  met  by 
Japanese-made  stuffs,  for  which  the  sale  in  1912  was  extraordinarily 
active  with  prices  reaching  a  high  point.  Late  in  the  autumn  there 
was,  however,  a  fall  quite  as  remarkable  as  the  rise. 

Exports. — Cotton  yarn. — The  exports  of  cotton  yarn  from  Kobe  in 
1912  amounted  to  iS, 319, 100,  an  increase  of  £992,630,  or  nearly 
43  per  cent.,  on  the  figures  for  the  previous  year.  From  April,  1912, 
the  cotton  spinning  mills  abandoned  the  system  of  reducing  the 
production  by  27’5  per  cent,  which  was  arrived  at  in  1910, 
and  from  the  date  mentioned  w^ere  on  a  full  working  basis, 
subject  to  a  suspension  of  four  days  and  nights  per  month.  Not  only 
did  they  enjoy  the  advantage  of  cheaper  raw  material,  but  their  yarn 
fetched  higher  prices.  The  output  of  yarn  formed  a  record,  reaching 
the  total  of  1,352,000  bales,  an  increase  of  223,000  bales  as  compared 
with  1911.  More  settled  conditions  in  China  gave  rise  to  a  strong 
demand  there.  The  exportation  of  the  finer  qualities  showed  a 
tendency  towards  expansion. 

Cotton  cloths. — There  was  an  increased  exportation  of  cotton  cloths. 
There  is  yearly  development  in  the  weaving  industry,  and  a  particu¬ 
larly  noticeable  increase  in  the  manufacture  of  shirtings,  for  which 
the  demand  in  China  has  grown  since  the  formation  of  the  Republic. 
Large  exports  were  also  made  to  Corea.  In  fancy  cotton  cloths 
the  exportation  of  imitation  nankeens  showed  an  increase  of  over 
£100,000.

Cotton  goo(U. — The  increasing  prosperity  of  the  natives  of 
^Madagascar  during  the  past  three  years  has  greatly  extended  their 
purchasing  power,  and  many  articles  which  formerly  were  imported 
for  European  use  only  are  now  largely  bought  by  natives. 

Clothing. — European  clothing  is  being  increasingly  worn  by  the 
men,  the  value  of  wearing  apparel  imported  having  increased  by  30 
per  cent,  during  each  of  the  past  three  years. 

Boots  and  shoes  to  the  value  of  £12,000  were  imported  in  1912. 

Soap. — The  value  of  soap  (unscented)  brought  into  the  country  in 
1912  was  £25,134,  or  over  30  per  cent,  more  than  in  1910. 

Coal  imports  have  fallen  from  6,805  tons  in  1911  (and  16,699  tons 
in  1910),  to  2,296  tons  in  1912,  of  which  1,047  tons  are  returned  as 
coming  from  France,  340  tons  from  Portuguese  East  Africa,  and  the 
remainder  from  Natal.

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  “  Union 
of  South  Africa  Government  Gazette  Extra¬ 
ordinary”  for  the  IGth  July  last  which  contains 
various  Proclamations  (Nos.  166-170  of  1913), 
dated  30th  June,  and  Government  Notices  (Nos. 
1,094-8  of  1913),  dated  15th  July,  which  have 
been  issued  under  the  Union  Customs  Management  Act  No.  9  of 
1913,  viz, : —

Under  this  Proclamation  the  following  ports  are  declared  to  be

Limited  Purposes.  ' 

St.  Helena  Bay,  Hout  Bay,

Saldanha  Bay,  Struys  Bay. 

No  goods  shall  be  exported  from  any  of  the  above  ports  in  any  ship 
which  shall  have  on  board  goods  liable  to  duty,  except  under  the 
supervision  of  a  Customs  Officer,  and,  further,  every  ship  taking  in 
cargo  for  export  at  those  ports  must  have  previously  passed  export 
entry  and  obtained  clearance  at  such  port  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Customs. 

Proclamation  No.  167. 

This  Proclamation  notifies  that  from  the  30th  June,  1913,  no 
.  .  person  (other  than  a  person  registered  under 

°^^0^ium*^  °  Union  laws,  as  a  medical  practitioner,  dentist, 

^  ‘  or  chemist  and  druggist,  and  in  actual  practice) 

shall  import  into  the  Union  ani^  opium  or  extract  of  opium,  and  no 
such  excepted  person  shall  import  any  such  substance  unless  thereto 
authorised  by  a  permit  stating  the  quantity  w’hich  may  be  imported, 
and  signed  bj’’  the  Secretary  for  the  Interior  or  an  officer  duly 
authorised  by  him. 

Such  permit  shall  be  in  prescribed  form,  and  shall  be  produced  to 
the  proper  Officer  of  Customs  either  before  or  at  the  time  of 
importation. 

In  the  Transvaal  the  permit  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  person 
other  than  a  person  registered  under  the  “  Medical,  Dental,  and 
Pharmacy  Ordinance,  1904,”  as  a  chemist  and  druggist.

It  is  prescribed  under  section  72  of  these  Regulations  that  for  the 
convenience  of  Transvaal  importers,  Union  Customs  officers  are 
stationed  at  Lourenpo  Marques  so  that  Union  Customs  duties  may 
be  paid  at  that  port.  In  all  cases  where  duties  have  been  paid  to  the 
Collector  of  Union  Customs  at  Lourenfo  Marques,  the  stationmaster 
at  the  place  of  arrival  in  the  Transvaal  shall  deliver  the  goods  to  the 
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Tariff  Changes  and  Customs  Regulations.

It  is  further  laid  down,  under  section  102  of  the  Regulations,  that 
the  value  of  goods  for  Customs  duty  purposes  shall  be  ascertained  by 
a  declaration  at  the  foot  of  the  appropriate  Bill  of  Entry  to  the  effect 
that  it  “  is  a  true  description  and  complete  return  of  all  goods  con¬ 
tained  in  the  above-mentioned  packages  and  of  the  value  of  such 
goods,  and  that  values  are  the  ‘  true  correct  values  ’  of  same  as 
defined  by  law,  including  the  cost  of  packing  and  packages.” 

Regulations  are  also  prescribed,  inter  alia,  regarding  the  duties  of 
Customs  officers,  the  discharge  of  cargo  from  ships,  deposit  of  cargoes 
on  wharves,  in  transit  sheds  or  in  King’s  warehouses,  transhipments, 
removal  of  w'arehoused  goods,  examination  of  imported  gdbds,  ship’s 
clearances,  coasting  ships,  and  ships’  stores. 

The  Notice  also  lays  dowm  the  prescribed  Forms  for  Bills  of 
Entry,  Ships’  Reports,  &c.  which  have  been  approved  under  the 
Regulations 

It  is  stated  that  the  Forms  in  possession  of  importers  and  others, 
approved  under  previous  Regulations,  will  be  accepted  until  the  1st 
July,  1914,  and  that  all  declarations  thereon  will  be  treated  as 
declarations  under  these  Regulations.  From  1st  July,  1914,  all 
Forms  must  be  in  accordance  with  those  approved  under  the  present

purpose  of  governing  the  entry  of  goods  under  the  British  Preferential 
Tariff  in  that  Colony. 

The  present  Regulations  for  St.  Vincent  are  generally  similar  to 
those  already  issued  for  certain  other  of  the  British  West  Indian 
Colonies. 

Certificates  of  origin  in  order  to  be  valid  must  be  attested  to  in 
British  Countries  before  a  Collector  or  other  principal  OflScer  of 
Customs,  Notar}"  Public,  or  other  official  authorised  to  administer 
oaths ;  and  in  other  countries  before  a  British  or  other  Consul,  Notary 
Public,  or  other  oflBcial. authorised  to  administer  oaths,  and  they  must 
bear  the  autograph  signature  of  the  authority  issuing  the  same, 
together  with  the  seal  of  office,  if  any.  No  such  certificate  shall  be 
valid  after  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  its  issue.

1.  Any  goods  which  may  have  been  imported  into  any  British 
West  Indian  Colony  and  upon  which  import  duty  has  been  paid  in 
that  Colony  under  the  British  Preferential  Tariff  set  up  under  the 
Canadian-West  Indian  Reciprocity  Agreement  of  the  9th  April,  1912, 
or  which  may  still  be  in  bond  though  entitled  to  the  advantages  of 
that  Agreement,  may  on  re-exportation  similarly  be  imported  into 
St.  Vincent  under  the  British  Preferential  Tariff. 

Provided,  however,  that  (a)  the  value  of  such  goods  shall  not  be 
less  than  £2,  and  (h)  that  such  goods  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  of  origin  in  the  form  appended  hereto. 

2.  Certificates  of  origin  in  order  to  be  valid  must  be  attested  to 
before  a  Collector  or  other  principal  officer  of  Customs  of  the  Colony 
from  which  re-exportation  is  made,  and  they  must  bear  the  autograph 
signature  of  the  authority  issuing  the  same,  together  with  the  seal  of 
office,  if  any.

3.  When  goods  accompanied  by  certificates  of  origin  are  not  in 
conformity  with  the  descriptions  lx)rne  on  the  certificates  by  reason 
of  discrepancies  as  regards  the  marks  or  numbers  of  the  packages,  or 
the  said  quantity  or  value  of  the  goods,  they  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
preferential  treatment  unless  the  Customs  Authorities  at  the  port  of 
destination  are  satisfied  as  to  the  origin  of  the  goods,  and  that  the 
differences  are  solely  due  to  error. 

4.  Certificates  of  origin  produced  shall  be  retained  by  the  Customs 
Authorities  at  the  port  of  landing  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  papers 
of  the  importing  vessel.  A  note  shall  be  made  on  the  import  entry 
either  at  the  time  of  passing  or  subsequently  that  a  certificate  has 
been  produced  covering  the  preferential  goods  specified  in  such  entry.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY-JAPAN. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of

^  ,  between  Austria-Hungary  and  Japan,  which  was 

^merce  an  signed  at  Vienna  on  the  28th  October,  1912,  and 
aviga  ion.  which  the  ratifications  were  exchanged  at  Tokio 

on  the  16th  June  last.  The  Treaty  is  to  remain  in  operation  until 
the  31st  December,  1917,  or,  if  not  denounced  by  either  Contracting 
Party  twelve  months  before  that  date,  until  one  yeai’  after 
denunciation. 

The  Treaty  provides  for  reciprocal  freedom  of  commerce  and  navi¬ 
gation  between  the  two  countries.  As  regards  commerce,  the  Treaty 
does  not  contain  any  schedule  of  reductions  in  the  existing  Tariffs 
of  import  duties,  but  provides  for  the  mutual  accord  of  most-favoured¬ 
nation  treatment  in  respect  of  both  import  and  export  duties.  As 
an  exception,  it  is  provided  that  special  favours  granted  in  respect 
of  the  following  matters  are  to  be  excluded  from  this  general 
provision,  viz. : — 

(a)  special  favours  granted  in  respect  of  products  of  national 
fisheries  and  of  fisheries  on  the  same  footing  as  national  fisheries ; 

(b)  special  favours  granted  to  neighbouring  States  to  facilitate 
frontier  traffic  ;  and 
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AUSTRIA-HUNGARY-JAPAN  — continued. 

(c)  special  favours  granted  to  any  country  as  the  result  of  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  a  Customs  Union. 

Certificates  of  origin  in  respect  of  imported  goods  are  only  to  be 
required  in  exceptional  cases. 

As  regards  navigation,  coasting  trade  is  excepted  from  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  present  Treaty,  and  is  reserved  to  national  vessels. 
Each  of  the  Contracting  Parties  may,  however,  claim  for  its  vessels 
the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  are  or  may  be  accorded  by  the  other 
Party  to  the  vessels  of  any  other  country,  on  condition  of  according 
similar  treatment  to  the  vessels  of  the  other  Party.

The  formation  of  this  company  is  said  to 
be  of  great  importance  to  Germany,  as  at  present  the  navigation  of 
the  Danube  is  under  the  sole  control  of  the  Austro-Hungarian 
Government,  which  has  bought  up  the  entire  shares  of  the  “  South 
German  Danube  Navigation  Company.”  The  formation  of  the  new 
company  was  no  doubt  chiefly  due,  says  the  “  Frankfurter  Zeitung,” 
to  the  petroleum  question,  but  the  question  of  food  supply  is  still 
more  important ;  it  is  hoped  that  the  whole  of  the  import  and  export 
trade  between  Germany  and  the  Balkan  States  will  be  carried  by  this 
company.

FRANCE  (MADAGASCAR).

Bount^  Grated  2,3(10,000  lire  (£92,000)  in  navigation  bounties  to 
,  p  _  .  Italian  cargo  steamers  during  each  of  the  ten 
argo  oa  .  financial  years  1913-4  to  1922-3.  All  Italian 
cargo  boats  not  carrying  either  passengers  or  emigrants,  and  which 
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are  mechanically  propelled  or  fitted  with  an  auxiliary  engine,  will  be 
entitled  to  a  bounty,  not  exceeding  2^  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the 
boat,  in  respect  of  navigation  during  a  period  of  not  less  than  160 
days  in  each  year ;  for  fewer  days  the  bounty  will  be  proportionately 
less.  Vessels  must  be  in  the  highest  class  of  the  “  Italian  National 
Register  ”  or  other  equivalent  native  register ;  they  must  have  a 
tonnage  of  at  least  1,000  tons  gross,  and  be  not  more  than  20  years 
old.  The  value  of  the  vessel  is  to  be  reckoned  on  the  basis  of  the 
cost  of  construction  less  4  per  cent,  for  every' year  since  she  was 
launched.

although  taking  advantage  of  the  above-mentioned 
immunities,  nevertheless  enforced  a  clause  in  her  bills  of  lading 
which  compelled  the  consignee,  in  the  event  of  obligatory  or  volun¬ 
tary  mooring  alongside,  to  pay  a  fee  of  one  dollar  per  ton  for  discharg¬ 
ing  ashore,  thereby  increasing  the  cost  of  landing  by  30  cents  per  ton 
as  compared  with  the  cost  of  lighterage  under  the  old  system. 

To  remedy  this  abuse  a  new  decree  has  been  issued  by  which  the 
Port  Authorities  are  empowered  to  prohibit  the  berthing  alongside, 
under  the  immunities  accorded  by  the  decree  of  30th  April,  of  vessels 
which  make  an  extra  charge  for  loading  or  discharging  alongside  the 
quays.  The  Port  Authorities  are  also  to  submit  to  the  Executive 
other  measures  tending  to  obviate  such  abuse.  (M.  21,927.)

The  local  press  states  that  the  Bill  to  provide  for  the 
construction  of  a  harbour  for  Tokio,  as  proposed  by  the  city  authorities, 
was  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  the  City  Council  some  time 
ago,  but  no  progress  has  been  made  since  then  in  the  investigation. 
Most  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council  and  the  special  committee 
are  said  to  be  rather  indifferent,  and  some  of  them  are  inclined  to 
think  that  undertakings  of  this  kind  should  be  projected  by  the 
business  men  of  the  city.  The  business  men,  for  their  part,  are 
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indifferent,  which  suggests  that  the  matter  is  not  one  of  urgency.  In 
these  circumstances  it  is  expected  that  the  Bill  will  be  either  post¬ 
poned  or  rejected ;  if  rejected,  the  city  authorities  will  probably 
propose  the  reclamation  of  the  mouth  of  the  Sumida,  where  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  reclamation  has  already  been  done.

METALS  AND 

RUSSIA. 

The  “  Nachrichten  fiir  Handel  ”  (Berlin)  of  13th  August  reports  a 
great  increase  in  the  iron  production  of  South 
Russia  during  the  year  1912,  due  no  doubt  to  the 
general  increase  in  commercial  activity,  the  build¬ 
ing  extensions  in  the  towns,  and  the  construction 
The  production  of  pig  iron  in  1912  is  given  as 
173,376,938  pouds,  as  compared  with  147,859,491  pouds  in  1911, 
thus  showing  an  increase  of  25,517,447  pouds,  or  17‘3  per  cent. 
Only  a  comparatively  small  proportion  of  this  large  increase,  however, 
found  its  way  on  to  the  market,  the  remainder  being  consumed  on 
the  spot.  To  meet  the  needs  of  the  country  more  than  six  million 
pouds  of  fron  had  to  be  imported,  but  even  this  was  barely  sufficient 
for  the  demand,  and  had  scarcely  any  effect  upon  prices.  As  in  1911, 
so  also  in  1912  the  production  of  pig  iron  was  attended  by  a  certain 
amount  of  difficulty,  for  which  various  reasons  are  assigned. 

With  regard  to  the  separate  branches  of  worked  iron,  there  was  an 
increase  of  two  or  three  million  pouds  over  the  figures  for  1911.  In 
contrast  to  the  pig  iron,  the  supply  of  finished  articles  was  sufficient 
to  satisfy  the  market.  “The  figures  are  given  as  follows ; —

FRANCE  (MADAGASCAR). 

The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by  H.M.  Consul  at 
Antananarivo  (Mr.  T.  P.  Porter)  on  the  trade  of  Madagascar  in  1912, 
which  will  shortly  be  issued ; — 

Graphite  is  the  mineral  which  is  at  present  chiefly  attracting  the 
notice  of  prospectors  in  Madagascar,  many  of 
whom  are  now  devoting  their  entire  attention  to 
graphite  deposits.  Under  the  existing  mining 
law,  a  prospecting  licence  (permis  de  recherche)  costing  £1,  and  avail¬ 
able  for  12  months,  gives  its  holder  the  right  to  peg  out  ground  to 
the  extent  of  4,700  acres.  In  theory  this  permis  de  recherche  does  not 
carry  the  right  of  working  the  deposits  selected,  and  in  order  to 
extract  the  graphite  a  concession  should  be  obtained,  the  cost  of 
w^hich  is  considerable.  Such  is  not,  however,  the  practice,  claims 
being  worked  as  soon  as  their  limits  have  been  accepted  by  the 
Mining  Department.  That  this  custom  has  become  general  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  whereas  only  10  concessions  had  been 
issued  at  the  close. of  the  year  1912,  the  number  of  graphite  claims 
which  had  been  taken  up  at  that  date  was  942,  of  which  two-thirds 
had  been  applied  for  during  the  year  under  review'.  The  small 
outlay  required  in  order  to  register  such  a  claim  has  encouraged 
miners  who  have  discovered  graphite  deposits  to  include  in  their 
applications  for  licences  far  more  ground  than  they  could  possibly 
prospect  in  the  12  months  during  which  the  licence  is  available.  The 
Government  of  Madagascar,  realising  how  prejudicial  such  methods  are 
to  the  development  of  the  mining  industry,  has  under  consideration 
certain  modifications  of  the  existing  regulations,  which  will  tend  both  to 
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be  “  kieselguhr.”  An  expert  who  surveyed  the  deposits  reports 
that  one  deposit  was  found  to  contain  over  86  par  cent,  of  almost 
pure  kieselguhr,  and  that  the  other  deposits  contain  from  78 — 85 
per  cent.,  but  are  not  so  free  from  iron  and  alumina.

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GERMANY. 

The  “  JVankfurter  Zeitung  ”  of  16th  Aiigust  reports  that  business 
in  the  textile  industry  of  Zwickau  is  going  from 
Zwickau  Textile  bad  to  worse.  Nearly  all  the  factories  are  shutting 
Industry.  down,  and  only  a  very  few  are  working  full  time. 

One  of  the  factories  in  Wilkau,  which  for  four 
months  has  been  working  only  five  days  a  week,  has  now  decided 
to  close  daily  at  four  o’clock,  whilst  quite  recently  a  firm  in 
Schedewitz  has  adopted  similar  measures.  Work  is  also  being  cur¬ 
tailed  in  various  ways  at  other  factories.  The  cotton  mills  at  Marien- 
thal  and  Zwickau,  however,  are  still  doing  fairly  good  business,  and 
so  also  are  the  Zwickau  lace  factories.  On  the  other  hand,  some  of 
the  curtain  factories  are  cutting  down  their  hours  of  work.  Of  the 
factories  for  clothing  materials,  one  only  is  doing  any  business,  while 
at  Mttlsen  things  are  practically  at  a  standstill,  one  firm  with  100 
looms  having  shut  down  altogether.

RUSSIA. 

H.M.  Consul  at  Warsaw  (Mr.  C.  Clive  Bayley)  reports  that  there  has 
-  .  .  .  been  a  considerable  extension  during  the  last  few 

years  in  the  cultivation  of  “  saradella  ”  in  the 
A  11  PI  +  Warsaw  district.  This  plant  has  been  found  to 
ara  e  an  .  especially  well  on  light  soils,  and  it  affords 

an  abundant  crop  of  green  fodder  for  cattle  and  horses.  Being  of  a 
leguminous  nature,  it  also  acts  as  a  nitrogenous  manure  when 
ploughed  into  the  land. 

It  is  usually  sown  early  in  spring,  across  the  furrow  of  the  winter 
rye  sowings.  It  grows  very  rapidly  after  the  rye  has  been  harvested, 
and  in  about  six  weeks  the  whole  field  is  covered  with  a  dense  crop, 
which  can  either  be  cut  and  used  for  stall  feeding,  or  left  for  grazing.

The  Acting  British  Consul-General  at  Beirut  (Mr.  E.  C.  D.  Rawlins)

estimated  as  about  equal  to  that  of  last  season,  viz.  about  3,600,000  okes 
(9,000  tons).  This  total  comprises  700,000  okes  (1,750  tons)  from 
the  Tripoli  district,  2,200,000  okes  (5,500  tons)  from  the  Lebanon, 
500,000  okes  (1,250  tons)  from  the  Anti-Lebanon,  and  50,000  okes 
(125  tons)  from  Tyre  and  Sidon. 

Better  results  had  been  expected,  but  climatic  conditions  and 
unseasonable  rains  had  a  bad  effect  on  the  crop.  Prices  were  in 
general  a  little  better  than  in  1912,  the  highest  price  being  3  francs 
per  kilog.  (about  Is.  Id.  per  lb.).  (C.  6,687.) 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

UNITED  KINGDOM. 

According  to  a  report  in  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Labour  Gazette  ”  for 
T  R  Tw  V  +  August*,  based  on  5,880  statistical  returns,  viz., 

*  3,138  returns  from  trade  unions  (relating  to 

^  926,787  members),  and  2,742  returns  from 

employers  (relating  to  1,283,111  workpeople),  employment  in  July 
continued  very  good  on  the  whole. 

There  was  some  decline  in  the  pig  iron,  building,  furnishing,  brick¬ 
making  and  glass  trades.  Several  branches  of  the  textile  trades  also 
shoAved  a  falling  off.  On  the  other  hand  there  was  an  improvement 
in  the  iron  and  steel,  tinplate,  printing,  and  pottery  trades.  The 
engineering  and  shipbuilding  trades  remained  very  good,  and  thei*e 
was  little  change  in  coal  mining. 

In  the  trade  unions,  wnth  a  net  membership  of  926,787,  making 
returns,  17,935  (or  1’9  per  cent.)  of  their  members  were  returned  as 
unemployed  at  the  end  of  July,  1913,  compared  wdth  1'9  per  cent, 
at  the  end  of  June,  1913. 

The  upward  movement  in  wages  continued. 

Most  of  the  principal  industries  showed  an  improvement  as  com¬ 
pared  wuth  July,  1912,  which  was  itself  a  period  of  good  employment. 
There  was,  however,  a  considerable  decline  in  the  tinplate  trade,  and 
some  falling-off  in  the  glass  trade.  The  pig  iron  industry  showed 
little  change. 

It  is  reported  by  the  Labour  Exchanges  that  there  was  a  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  demand  for  workmen  in  the  shipbuilding  and  engineering 
trades,  and  in  the  building  trades  in  some  districts.  A  deficiency  in 
the  supply  of  women  was  reported  in  the  cotton,  linen,  and  clothing 
trades,  and  in  laundry  w'ork.

RUSSIA. 

The  “  Torgovo-Prorayshlennaya  Gazeta”  (St.  Petersburg]  of  13th 
August  states  that  business  is  proceeding  steadily 
at  the  present  Nijni  Novgorod  Fair.  There  are 
no  complaints  on  the  score  of  bad  trade.  On  the 
whole,  business  is  good,  and  in  some  branches  very  satisfactory.  As 
usual,  the  course  of  the  Fair  depends  on  the  various  reports  which 
transpire  as  to  the  state  of  the  harvests.  The  textile  trade  is  very 
active.  The  amount  of  Russian  cloth  put  on  the  market  is  quite 
insignificant,  and  stocks  are  extremely  limited.  Scarcely  any 
fancy  cloth  of  Russian  make  has  been  offered  for  sale,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  weaving  sheds  have  been  kept  very  busy 
manufacturing  army  clothing.  The  prices  of  Russian  cloth  have 
gone  up  from  5  to  10  percent,  during  the  course  of  the  Fair.  A 
considerably  smaller  quantity  of  kitchen  utensils  of  Russian  make  has 
been  marketed,  as  compared  with  last  year.  The  trade  in  wood  work 
and  travelling  trunks  and  cases  is  very  satisfactory.  The  demands  from 
Central  Asia  are  good.  Bast  and  mats  have  not  been  as  plentiful  on 
the  market  as  was  the  case  last  year,  with  the  result  that  prices  have 
risen  by  10  to  15  per  cent.

ITALY. 

H.M.  Consul  at  Milan  (Mr.  J.  H.  Towsey)  reports  that,  according  to 
.j.  .  the  local  press,  the  production  of  beer  in  Italy  has 

rewmg  increased  five-fold  during  the  last  10  years.  The 

^  production  in  1902  amounted  to  3,568,136  gals., 

which  rose  to  7,918,922  gals,  in  1907  and  reached  15,872,032  gals, 
in  1912.  In  spite  of  this  increase,  however,  the  industry  is  not 
in  a  thriving  condition,  as  the  consumption  of  beer  does  not  keep 
pace  with  the  production,  owing  to  dearness  in  price,  the  mild 
summer  of  1912,  and  the  economic  depression.  Producers  are  becom¬ 
ing  anxious  in  consequence  of  this  crisis  and  demand  a  reduction  in 
the  tax  on  the  manufacture  of  beer.  (15,994.) 

UNITED  STATES  OP  AMERICA  (HAWAII). 

H.M.  Consul  at  Honolulu  reports  that  the  Agricultural  Experi- 
,  ment  Station  there  has  been  trying  a  new 
aper  i  re  om  pj.Qcggg  Qf  producing  paper  fibre  from  pine- 
■  apple  leaves.  A  small  quantity  of  the  fibre 
produced  was  sent  to  a  Boston  firm,  who  offered  to  buy  it  at  4  cents 
(2d.)  per  lb.  The  planters  considered  that  this  price  was  unre- 
munerative  and  that  they  could  not  produce  the  fibre  on  a  commercial 
scale  for  less  than  5  cents  per  lb. ;  no  steps  have,  accordingly,  been 
taken  to  produce  it  on  a  commercial  scale.  The  fibre  is  said  to  be 
well  adapted  for  the  manufacture  of  the  finer  grades  of  paper  and 
also  to  be  strong  enough  for  cordage.  (16,166.) 

UNITED  STATES  OP  AMERICA  (PANAMA  CANAL  ZONE). 

H.M.  Legation  at  Panama  reports  that  the  appropriations  for  the

TRADE  RETURNS  OF  TEE  UNITED  KINGDOM. 

The  Monthly  Accounts  relating  to  the  Trade  and  Navigation  of  the  United 
Kingdom  for  the  month  of  July,  1913,  have  been  published.  The 
accounts,  which  are  issued  on  the  7th  or  8th  of  each  month,  may  be  pur¬ 
chased*  at  a  cost,  in  the  present  instance,  of  Is.  6d.  per  copy,  exclusive  of 
postage. 

Attention  is  further  called  to  the  fact  that  the  first  volume  of  the 
“Annual  Statement  of  the  Trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  with  Foreign 
Countries  and  British  Possessions”  for  the  year  1912  has  been  issued, 
and  may  be  purchased*  at  a  cost  of  5s.  5d.  This  publication,  which 
contains  much  more  detailed  and  exhaustive  information  than  can  be  given  in 
the  Monthly  Accounts,  gives  in  the  first  volume  abstract  tables  for  the 
years  1908-1912,  and  detailed  statements  of  imports  and  exports  of  each 
article  consigned  from  and  to  each  country. 

The  second  volume  will  contain  details  as  to  Customs  revenue,  tranship¬ 
ments  and  articles  in  bond,  with  particulars  of  the  trade  of  the  Unit^ 
Kingdom  with  each  foreign  country  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade 
at  each  port  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  third  volume  (supplement) 
will  contain  a  classification  on  the  basis  followed  in  Volumes  I.  and  II.  of 
the  “  Annual  Statement "  for  1908  and  earlier  years. 

It  may  be  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of 
Volumes  I.  and  II.  relate  to  the  countries  of  consignment  for  imports,  and 
countries  of  final  destination,  so  far  as  known,  for  exports.  A  supplementary 
volume  will  continue  to  be  issued,  in  which  particulars  will  be  mven,  as  men¬ 
tioned  above,  on  the  same  basis  as  those  published  (up  to  the  year  1908) 
in  the  first  two  volumes.  By  this  means  it  will  be  possible  to  trace  the 
details  of  the  differences  resulting  from  the  change  of  system  for  a  further 
limited  period.

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Confidential  Information  as  to  Openings  Abroad  for 
British  Trade,  &o. 

The  arrangement  inaugurated  on  Ist  January,  1907,  whereby  the 
names  of  British  firms  desirous  of  receiving  confidential  information 
as  to  opportunities  for  the  extension  abroad  of  those  branches  of  trade 
in  which  they  are  specially  interested,  and  as  to  other  connected  matters, 
are  placed  on  a  special  Kegister  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  has  met  with  widespread  approval,  as  evidenced 
by  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  names  so  registered.  For¬ 
merly  no  charge  was  made  for  admission  to  the  Register,  the  only 
requirement  being  subscription  to  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal.” 
The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  names  inscribed,  and  in  the 
amount  of  information  distributed,  having  rendered  it  necessary 
to  make  a  small  charge  for  the  service,  firms  desirous  of  utilising 
this  source  of  information  are  required  to  pay  an  annual  fee 
of  one  guinea  to  the  Accountant  General,  Boa^  of  Trade,  White¬ 
hall  Gardens,  London,  S.W.,  for  the  service,  including  the  supply 
of  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal”  instead  of  merely  subscribing 
to  the  “Journal,”  as  previously,  through  the  Government  Sale 
Agents.  British  firms  who  wish  to  have  their  names  registered 
should  apply  in  writing  to  the  Director,  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.,  for  the  necessary  form  of 
application. 

Admission  to  the  Register  and  retention  upon  it  will  be,  as  hereto¬ 
fore,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  confidential  information  which  is  communicated  to  firms  upon 
the  Register  is  received  from  His  Majesty’s  Consular  Officers  in  Foreign 
Countries,  from  His  Majesty’s  Trade  Commissioners  and  the  Imperial 
Trade  Correspondents  in  the  British  Dominions,  and  from  other  sources 
available  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch. 

It  may  be  stated  that  confidential  information  thus  received  relates 
mainly  to  openings  for  British  Trade  abroad,  and  is  communicated  to 
firms  on  the  Register  in  Circular  letters.  During  1912,  1,098  such 
Circular  letters  were  prepared,  and  copies  (totalling  146,578)  were 
despatched  to  firms  on  the  Register  interested  in  the  trades  to  which 
the  Circular  letters  respectively  related,  as  compared  with  1,091 
Circular  letters  and  copies  totalling  142,032  sent  out  in  1911. 

Note. — Apart  from  the  Special  Register  arrangements  referred  to 
above,  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  is  always  ready  to  answer 
enquiries  on  specific  subjects,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  interests  of 
British  trade  (see  below).

Foreign  and  Colonial  Contracts  open  to  Tender ;  Sources  of  Supply, 
Prices,  Ac.,  of  Trade  Products  ;  Forms  of  Certificates  of  Origin ; 
Regulations  concerning  Commercial  Travellers,  Ac.,  Ac. 

liiere  is  a  Sample  Room  at  the  offices  of  the  Branch,  where,  in 
addition  to  samples  illustrative  of  reports  of  H.M.  Consuls  or  of  the 
Correspondents  or  Special  Commissioners  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
specimens  of  special  interest  that  may  be  received  from  India,  the 
Colonies,  Ac.,  are  exhibited  from  time  to  time.

(Applications  to  the  Umpire.) 

In  pursuance  of  Regulations  made  by  the  Board  of  Trade  and 
dated  26th  day  of  March,  1912,  Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the 
Umpire  (Unemployment  Insurance)  has  received  applications  for 
decisions  as  to  whether  contributions  are  payable  or  not  in  respect 
of  the  following  classes  of  workmen  : — 

264.  Workmen  employed  by  a  Gas  Company  and  engaged  in 
clearing  out  bomt-ont  gas  retorts  and  brickwork  and  in  rebuilding 
brickwork  and  setting  retorts  in  place  of  old  work. 

265.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  manufacture  or  repair  of  boring 
tools  used  in  prospecting  for  coal  or  other  minerals. 

266.  Workmen  engaged  in  making  pumps  for  beer  engines. 

267.  Workmen  employed  as  press  tool  setters  in  connection  with 
the  manufacture  of  jewellery  and  silverware,  brass  and  sheet  metal 
goods. 

Any  representations  with  reference  to  any  of  the  above  applications 
may  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Umpire  by,  or  on  behalf  of,  any  work¬ 
man  or  employer  appearing  to  him  to  be  interested,  or  on  behalf 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  forwarded  to  the  Registrar,  Office  of 
the  Umpire,  47,  Victoria  Street,  London,  S.W.,  on  or  before 
29th  August,  1913. 

Notice  is  further  given  that  the  Umpire  proposes  to  give  his 
decision  on  the  above  applications  on  or  after  1st  September,  1913. 

Extract  from  Regulations. 

3.  If  before  the  date  specified  in  the  notice  any  representations  with  reference 
to  the  application  are  made  in  writing  to  the  Umpire  by  or  on  behalf  of  any 
workman  or  employer  appearing  to  him  to  be  interested,  or  the  Board  of  Trade, 
the  Umpire  shall  take  those  representations  into  his  consideration,  and  the 
Umpire  may  at  any  time  before  the  said  date  require  any  persons  to  supply  to 
him  such  information  in  writing  as  he  thinks  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  him  to  give  a  decision. 

All  such  representations  and  information  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any 
employer  or  workman  appearing  to  the  Umpire  to  be  interested  or  any  persons 
authorised  in  that  behalf  by  any  such  employer  or  workman  or  the  Board  of 
Trade. 

4.  Any  persons  claiming  to  be  interested  may  apply  to  the  Umpire  to  be 
heard  by  him  orally  in  reference  to  any  application  under  these  Regulations,  and 
the  Umpire  may,  in  any  case  in  which  he  thinks  it  desirable,  require  the 
attendance  of  any  person  before  him  to  give  oral  information  on  the  subject  of 
any  application.  . 


The  decisions  of  the  Umpire  upon  the  foregoing  will  be  announced  in 
the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  in  due  course.

NATIONAL  INSURANCE  ACT,  1911.— PART  II.— 
UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

DecuioRB  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Board  of  Trade  hereby  give  Notice  of  the 
following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions 
are  payable : — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of: — 

1352.  Workmen  described  as  engine  tenters,  engine  drivers  and 
stokers,  and  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  tenting  or  minding  engines 
or  stoking  boilers  in  connection  with  any  insured  trade. 

This  decision  does  not  relate  to  workmen  employed  by  power 
companies  who  sell  power  for  the  purpose  of  insured  trades. 

1354.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  upkeep  of  a  contractor’s  tem¬ 
porary  tramways  used  in  connection  with  construction  of  works. 

1355.  Workmen  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  submarine  or 
divers’  helmets.  (Application  261.) 

B.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  NOT  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of : — 

1353.  Workmen  employed  in  attending  to  the  working  of  pro¬ 
ducer  gas  plants  used  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  of  steel 
for  a  steel  foundry. 

Note. — Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published.
